LONDON, Doc. I.—Tho Locarno security pact, Europe’s 
“Charter of Peace,” was signed in tho reception hall of the for 
vigil office by the leading statesmen of tho continent at l l :25 
this morning. 
Tho ceremonies opened promptly at l l o ’clock when 
Austen Chamberlain called the assemblage to order and made 
a brief introductory speech, lauding the treaties and express­ 
ing the hope that they meant more auspicious times for Eu­ 
rope. Other delegates also made brief addresses. 
The room where the treaties were being signed was flood- 
r i f f l e d with artificial sunlight, which suddenly failed in the midst 
of tho ceremonies, but just as tho Germans were called upon 
to sign tho treaty, their signature being first as the treaties 
were signed alphabetically in accordance with the French 
spelling, the light came on again.

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GERMS LOSE POWER 
IF OUT OF PLACE 


RuMian Scientist Makes Valu­ 
able Discovery. 


Washington.—Germs 
of 
diseases 
that are deadly to an animal or a hu­ 
man being lf they find their way Into 
the part of the body they usually af­ 
flict, may be entirely harmless if they 
are planted In another organ or tissue. 
Doses of anthrax germs a thousand 
times larger than an ordinary fatal In­ 
jection have been Introduced Into the 
bodies of guinea pigs with no more 
effect than so much salt w ater; yet 
lf the slightest trace of the fluid con­ 
taining them found Its wsy Into a 
scratch on the skin, the animal very 
Q u ick ly died. 
These experiments, which promise 
revolutionary results In the sciences 
of bacteriology and pathology, are be­ 
ing conducted at the Pasteur institute 
In Paris by Dr. A. Besredka, a young 
Russian scientist, according to Dr. 
Erwin F. Smith, pathologist of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, who has just returned from a 
tctir of Inspection through European 
laboratories. 
Doctor Besredka, he says, has dis­ 
covered an entirely new principle In 
bacteriology which has been named 
"local Immunity." 
According to this 
principle, 
disease-causing 
organisms 
are frequently quite Impotent lo do 
harm away from their usual habitat 
Anthrax, for example, Is always an 
affliction of the skin and surface tis­ 
sues. 
Doctor 
Besredka 
devised 
means for planting cultures of the 
germs deep In the muscular tissue, In 
the lungs and elsewhere In the bodies 
of guinea pigs. 
Aside from a little 
inflammation, probably due to the me­ 
chanical Irritation of the Instruments 
used, the animals showed no signs 
of harm from the usually deadly or­ 
ganisms. 
Less serious skin Infections, like 
those caused by staphylococcus, the 
1 germ of bolls, were shown to act In 
the same way. 
Doctor Besredka’s discoveries have 
already become of practical Impor­ 
tance In medicine. After showing that 
susceptibility to 
bacterial infection 
was local, the Russian scientist also 
showed that Immunity could be con­ 
ferred more effectively by serums and 
other preventive means If applied 
equally directly to the regions usually 
attacked by the disease. 
Since typhoid fever is a disease of 
the digestive tract, Paris physicians 
are now following Doctor Besredka's 
principle, and administering antity­ 
phoid serum through the mouth rather 
than by means of Injection Into the 
arm.

EAST LIVERPOOL 
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Blazing Path To Health 
The City Federation of Women’s Clubs today launched its 
annual sale of Christmas seals—a campaign which finances the) 
determined fight that is being made on tuberculosis in the East 
Liverpool district and, also, contributes to the fund for the nation­ 
wide educational movement to check the toll of human life claimed 
every year by this malady. 
With a score of booth chairmen and other co workers assist­ 
ing, Mrs. Louis Steinfeld, chairman of the health committee, and 
Mrs. Charles Larkins and Mrs. John S. Goodwin, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Club Federation, will endeavor to raise a $3,000 quota 
in the city during the next ten days. Of this sum, $2,400 is to be 
retained for local needs, mainly to pay the salary of a public health 
nurse and provide financial aid for sufferers from the white 
plague. 
The importance of investing in health missives, which should 
be used on Yuletide letters and parcels, is attested by the results 
obtained since this movement was launched in the state by the 
Ohio Public Health association, of which the Club Federation is 
a unit. Within less than two decades the death rate from tul ercu- 
losis has been reduced from 150 Heaths per 100,000 population in 
1910 to 81.7 in 1924. The disease, once the chief cause of death, 
has been relegated to fifth place. 
However, tuberculosis has not yet been conquered. It still 
causes more than 5,000 deaths annually in Ohio—all of them pre­ 
ventable. 
And to reduce this appalling toll, greater and more 
effective organization—more people interested and more trained 
workers for the intelligent direction of effort— is needed. 
People of East Liverpool are now asked to shoulder their 
share of the task of helping to check the inroads of the malady. 
And one way to aid this commendable movement is to purchase 
Christmas health seals. It is an investment that pays dividends 
in the form of better health.

It looks now as if America is going to join the world court, 
and that right soon. Opposition continues in various quarters, 
but a canvas of the senate is said to show that the advocates of 
adherence have to two-thirds majority. 
There is anticipation of a heated and prolonged debate when 
the issue it taken up on December 7. The irreconcileables, headed 
by Senator Borah, are expected to use all their ammunition. The 
lines are laid for a big battle. But the Washington correspondents 
foresee almost certain victory for President Coolidge and the many 
powerful groups, public and private, who have long urged this step. 
Possibly less senatorial opposition will develop than is now 
looked for. The European situation is greatly changed since the 
last debate on this issue. The Locarno agreements, ratified in 
London, and the accompanying evidences of good will and co­ 
opera between Germany and the allies, seem to show a Europe sin­ 
cerely turning toward peace, disarmament and mutual helpfulness.

W ashington.—Germs 
of 
diseases 
that are deadly to an animal or a hu­ 
man bein* lf they find their way Into 
the purt of the body they usually af­ 
flict, may be entirely harmless lf they 
are planted In another organ or tissue. 
Doses of anthrax germs a thousand 
times larger than an ordinary fatal In­ 
jection have been Introduced Into th* 
bodies of guinea pigs with no more 
effect than so much salt w ater; yet 
lf the slightest trace of the fluid con­ 
taining them found Its way Into a 
scratch on the akin, the animal very 
quickly died. 
These experim ents, which promise 
revolutionary results In the sciences 
of bnctcrlology and pathology, are be­ 
ing conducted at the Pasteur Institute 
In Pa ria by Dr. A. B ssredka, a young 
Russian scientist, 
according 
to Dr. 
Erwin F. Smith, pathologist of the 
United States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. who has Just returned from a 
tu ir of Inspection through European 
laboratories. 
Doctor liesredka, he say*. hna dla- 
coversd an entirely new principle In 
bacteriology which has been named 
"local Immunity.” 
According to this 
principle, 
disease-causing 
organisms 
are frequently quite Impotent lo do 
I harm away from their usual h a b ita t 
Anthrax, for example, is alw ays an 
affliction of the skin and surface tis­ 
sues. 
Doctor 
Besredku 
devised 
means for planting cultures of the 
germs deep In the muscular tissue, in 
the lungs Hnd elsewhere In the bodies 
of guinea pigs. 
Aside from a little 
Inflammation, probably due to the me­ 
chanical irritation of the Instrum ents 
used, the anim als showed no signs 
of harm from the usually deadly or­ 
ganisms. 
Less serious skin Infections, like 
those caused by staphylococcus, the 
germ of boils, were shown to act in 
the same way. 
Doctor Bcsredka's discoveries have 
already become of practical im por­ 
tance In medicine. 
After showing that 
susceptibility 
to 
bacterial

was local, the Russian scientist also 
showed that immunity could he con­ 
ferred more effectively by serum s and 
other 
preventive

Blazing Path l o Flealth 


The City Federation of Women's Clubs today launched its 
annual sale of Christmas seals—a campaign which finances the 
determined fight that is being made on tuberculosis in the Hast 
Liverpool district and, also, contributes lo the fund for the nation­ 
wide educational movement to chock the toll of human life claimed 
every year by this malady. 
With a score of booth chairmen and other co workers assist­ 
ing, Mrs. Louis Steinfeld, chairman of the health committee, and 
Mrs. Charles Larkins and Mrs. John S. Goodwin, secretary-trcas- 
urer of the Club Federation, will endeavor to raise a $3,000 quota 
in the city during the next ten days. Of this sum, $2,400 is to be 
retained for local needs, mainly to pay the salary of a public health 
nurse and provide financial aid for sufferers from the white 
plague. 
The importance of investing in health missives, which should 
lie used on Yuletide letters and parcels, is attested by the results 
obtained since this movement was launched in the state by the 
Ohio Public Health association, of which the Club Federation is 
a unit. Within less than two decades the death rate from tul ercu- 
losis has been reduced from 150 Heaths per 100,000 population in 
1910 to 81.7 in 1924. The disease, once the chief cause of death, 
has l>een relegated to fifth place. 
However, tuberculosis has not yet been conquered. 
It still 
causes more than 5,000 deaths annually in Ohio—all of them pre­ 
ventable. 
And to reduce this appalling toll, groater and more 
effective organization—more people interested and more trained 
workers for the intelligent direction of effort—is needed. 
People of East Liverpool are now asked to shoulder their 
share of the task of helping to check the inroads of the malady. 
And one way to aid this commendable movement is to purchase 
Christmas health seals. It is an investment that pays dividends 
In the form of better health.

The City Federation of Women’s Clubs today launched its 
annual sale of Christmas seals—a campaign which finances the 
determined fight that is being made on tuberculosis in the East 
Liverpool district and, also, contributes to the fund for the nation­ 
wide educational movement to check the toll of human life claimed 


every year by this malady. 
With a score of booth chairmen and other co workers assist­ 
ing, Mrs. Louis Steinfeld, chairman of the health committee, and 
Mrs. Charles Larkins and Mrs. John S. Goodwin, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Club Federation, will endeavor to raise a $3,000 quota 
in the city during the next ten days. Of this sum, $2,400 is to be 
retained for local needs, mainly to pay the salary of a public health 
nurse and provide financial aid for sufferers from the white 
plague. 
The importance of investing in health missives, which should 
be used on Yuletide letters and parcels, is attested by the results 
obtained since this movement was launched in the state by the 
Ohio Public Health association, of which the Club Federation is 
a unit. Within less than two decades the death rate from tut ereu- 
losis has been reduced from 150 Heaths per 100,000 population in 
1910 to 81.7 in 1924. 
The disease, once the chief cause of death, 
has been relegated to fifth place. 
However, tuberculosis has not yet been conquered. 
It still 
causes more than 5,000 deaths annually in Ohio—all of them pre­ 
ventable. 
And to reduce this appalling toll, groater and more 
effective organization—more people interested and more trained 
workers for the intelligent direction of effort—is needed. 
People of East Liverpool are now asked to shoulder their 
share of the task of helping to check the inroads of the malady. 
And one way to aid this commendable movement is to purchase 
Christmas health seals. 
It is an investment that pays dividends 
in the form of better health.

World Court Next 


It looks now as if America is going to join the world court, 
and that right soon. 
Opposition continues in various quarters, 
but a canvas of the senate is said to show that tho advocates of 
adherence have to two-thirds majority. 
There is anticipation of a heated and prolonged debate when 
the issue it taken up on December 7. The irreconcileables, headed 
by Senator Borah, are expected to use all their ammunition. The 
lines are laid for a big battle. But the Washington correspondents 
foresee almost certain victory for President Coolidge and the many 
powerful groups, public and private, who have long urged this step. 
Possibly less senatorial opposition will develop than is now 
looked for. 
The European situation is greatly changed since the 
last debate on this issue. 
The Locarno agreements, ratified in
